Worker’s death caused 
by carbon monoxide

‘The Tuesday morning death of a 39-Year-old Decatur man work- 
ing at Granite City Steel was apparently caused by exposure to 
lethal amounts of carbon monoxide. 

Kenneth: Rawlings, a worker for Murphy Construction Co. of St. 
Louis, was discovered unconscious near the blast furnace stoves at 
about 7:45 a.m. Tuesday, said Bob Maxwell, director of public 
relations for Granite City Steel. . 

Mr. Rawlings was pronounced dead at about 8:30 a.m. at St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center, said Madison County Coroner Dallas 

urke. 

Det. Jeff Connor of the Granite City Police Department said an 
autopsy revealed no trauma to the body or foul play. 

“He had some burns, but that was most likely from where he 
was found,’’ Connor said. He said that Rawlings was lying against 
some pipes when he was discovered unconscious. 

“The cause of death (has not been determinéd) pending toxicol- 
ogy reports,”’ Conner said. 

‘Maxwell said Mr. Rawlings was doing construction work on a 
new stove for the blast furnace. 

“He was supposed té wear (catbon monoxide) moriitoring equip- 
ment. I don’t know if he was or-wasn't,”” Maxwell said. 

He said that the Occupational Safety and Health agency is inves- 
tigating the accident. z 

Five other employees who were also working near the blast 
furnace stoves were taken to SEMC for testing.

County jail must be expanded 


(Alton Telegraph comment) 


Problems with overcrowding in the Madison County Jail 
reflect a national situation that is drawing increasing atten- 
tion as Americans focus on the issue of crime. 

Madison County Sheriff Bob Churchich and the county’s 
judges openly admit that some convicted criminals simply 
get off without any jail time because the 178-bed jail at 
Edwardsville-does-not have room for them. 

People convicted of nonviolent crimes who would normally 
pull a jail sentence must be freed to allow room for those 
suspected or convicted of violent crimes. 

Some law enforcement officials worry that the difficult 
\. situation may foster a scofflaw attitude amon some petty 
!* criminals who think they risk no jail time and are even so 

bold as to ignore orders to appear in court as a result. 

But even local police officers — the men and women who 
make the arrests and see suspects back out on the streets 
within days — must put aside their frustration to acknowl- 

~edge that there is little choice but_to. free the least risky 

offenders. 7 E 

County officials were recently foiled in an effort to extend 
the tax levied to build the jail 20 years ago in order to use the 
money for expansion. The jail property tax, scheduled to 
drop off tax bills. this year, is a mere 1.75 cents per $100 of 
assessed valuation. That amounts to only a few dollars a year 
for even the most: expensive home. 

But state law permits the tax to be used only for construc- 
tion of jails, and an effort to get the law changed fell victim to 
the legislature’s preoccupation with the budget. 

Officials have now decided that the problem isso severe 

‘ that they will dip into cash reserves in order to pay for a $3 
million renovation and expansion that will increase the jail 
capacity to 240. “ 

We believe they have little other recourse. But the battle for 
additional legislative and, indeed, public support cannot be 
abandoned. as : 

Sheriff Churchich notes that, even when he does get 
additional capacity to house more prisoners, he will still need 
more jailers to supervise those prisoners. No one quite knows 
just where that money will come from.

Trustees cited concern about benefits offered to. assessor employ- 
ees, including lost’ productivity time due to vacations and the possi- 
bility that workers laid off last year would once again begin to 
accumulate sick days, even though they were paid for accumulated 
sick days last year. 

They also expressed concern that ‘Laub might net make good.on 
her promise to drop a two-count lawsuit against the Town Board. 

‘Last year, Laub laid off seven of her nine full-time employees after 
the Town Board slashed 25 percent from her budget request more 


than halfway. through the fiscal year, which for the township runs 
from March 1 to Feb. 28.?* 


Laub subsequently sued the Town Board. That lawsuit is currently 


nding. 

After the layoffs, each of the separated assessor employees 
recsived compensation for accumulated sick leave, compensatory 
time, and unused vacation time. That figure totaled more than 


358,000. 

Under the benefit package Laub has established for her office, 
employees earn one and a half sick days per month. 

Employees are paid for half of their earned but unused sick days 
—up to 90 days — upon termination of employment or retirement. 
The sick leave payout is intended to be a one-time benefit. 

Laub’s employees also earn a week of vacation after six months of 

employment; two weeks of vacation after a year of work; three 
Weeks after five years; four weeks after 10 years; and a maximum 
of five weeks after 20 years of employment.
